- - Few can .read those words, of St. Paul 
in the Epistlcto the ' Uomanv cattcera- 
inc the faith of Abraham, which runs: 
"He was strong in faith," n'iliiout giv- 
ing utterance to a prayer that they may 
also become possessor of a like precious 
faith as that which, for ages, had been 
known as the special characteristic of 
Abraham, the "Father of the Faithful." 
tie was sticng in faith from that hour 
when God was pleased td. reveal Him- 
self to His servant in Vr of the Chal- 
does, in the midst of a nation 'of idolat- 
ers, and when the history of the world, 
so far as we know it, was yet young : 
lie aaii a roam-ions vision, ia which Go-l 
bade him leave the country, kindred, and 
father's honse, and go to an unknown 
land, and he obeyed. 

To* Pawn of Filth. 
Of the first dawn of faith in the Roul 
of Ahrani— for that was his name at the 
time of the appearance of the Divine 
vision— we have no record in the Book 
of books, but there must have been some 
chord in the soal of Ahrnham that pro- 
duced music that pleased the great I 
AM. In this simple pastoralist He 
must have beheld n man after His own 
hesrt, one whose* soul rose above the 
awful practices, and the utter soul- 
crushing eartbliness of a people who had 
not God in all their thoughts, or whose 
worship was eoniined to the planets, 
even at its highest. 

Josepbus' Account of Abraham. 

An interesting account is given by the 
Jewish historian Joseph ns of the relig- 
ious views Kiippused to have been held 
hy the patriarch. He is supposed to 
have been the first to proclaim the con- 
ception— nrcsumnbly to the Clialdecs a- 
mong whom he was then living— that 
there was hut one God, the Creator of 
the universe, and that if other heavenly 
beings contributed to the happiness of 
men, it was only according to their ap- 
pointment, and not of their own- power. 

He had determined to change the ideas 
they entertained of the Supreme Being ; 
the irregular phenomena visible by land 
nnd sea, and those of the solar system, 
had nil hecn noted hy Abraham, and lie 
argued thus : If these bodies had power 
of their own, they would certainly main- 
tain their regular motions, but since, they 
do not preserve euch regularity, they 



make it plain ilint . . - they are sub- 
servient to Him Who commands them, 
and to Whom alone we ought I" render 
our homage. Aud his enunciations of 
these opinions, together with his cull, 
led to his lenving that part of the world. 
Father of Many Nations. 

Without subscribing to the truth of Jo- 
sephus' statement, or of those by whom 
he afterwards came to be culled "Father 
Abraham," the wonderful fact remains 
recorded, thai no iutelligciit student of 
hisiorv— religious or secular— mny be 
IH-rniillcd to ignore it, that this man did 
ln-come the "father" uf a people which, 
after one of the most chequered histories 
c any race that ever formed a nil I km, 
has kept itself ;l separate people fur 
some four thousand years, and though 
scattered throughout the world, pre- 
serves its purity in nine millions, or 
ilivrenhnnls, of men and women, among 
them being some of the linest miuds to 
lie round nmongst maukind. 

This story might he called the Story 
„r Kailh. Indeed, if we go thfOHiiu it, 
as muirhlcssly written in the Epistle to 
tile Hebrews," it is exhilarating to n de- 
cree to the soul possessing a spark of 
faith or enthusiasm Tor those who have. 
Now '-Faith is the "sustaincr— 'ground or 
conridcucc' the margin Iibr it— of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seeu," and the writer of that passage, 
and his wonderful insight into the lives 
of the worthies, tells us how faith 
wrought with the first recorded act of 
worship— that of Abel's offering to God 
— dcEls with the Ahrahomic story hy 
turning it into on ideal picture, in which 
we see, as though limned out by the 
master band of an artist, the whole car- 
eer or the ginnt believer. "He looked 
for a city, whose builder and maker Is 
God."

Then comes that supreme test of the 
patriarch's faith, 'when the trjal of bis 
faith was to be made, In the placing of 
the only child of his old nge upon the 
altar, under the sacrificial knife— proh- 
ahly the severest test that ever faith ill 
divinity was subjected to, and with whut 
. a glorious result we know, for "He 
staggered not" even under thin t«ir:b!s 

trial. 

But it were on endless tnalc to resur- 
rect nil the heroes of faith, and we only 
mention the case of Abraham because 
there is none fitter that we know of ; 
and wc regard him as the type of a man 
who held his faith firm to that hour 
when he purchased his grave in the land 
ill which he was a stranger, believing 
thnt it would one day— as God had pro- 
iniscd— be the inheritance of his seed, 
though not until tbey had passed through 
much tribulation. Glorious Abraham ! 

Hast Thoa Faith? 

To the Salvationist, to the child of 
God, whoever you may be, it is not 
enough to know of others who, through 
faith, "subdued kingdoms and wrought 
righteousness." The questiou is, "Are 
you n man or woman of faith V" Do 
you make conquests in the name of the 
Lord .Tesus, Who redeemed yon ? Hnve 
you faith in God ? And, if so, does it 
enable you to accomplish anything for 
His l-lory ? 

There is infinitely less excuse for our 
lacking faith at this period at the 
world's history, thun there was for men 
in Abraham's day. The faith of God 
has neon set Up as high as the sun in 
the heavens at midday. The Word of 
God has hecome flesh, and baa dwelt 
among mco, in the person of JcsnK 
Christ. "Whnt Ahruham accounted God 
was nhle to do, when he raised the 
knife to slay his darling son, Isaac— - 
that is, "accounting 1 . God was able tu 
raise him up fvon from the Jeuo," we 
know, from the most sacred and holy 
words to which the world has listened, 
has heen done. 

Hast thou faith in God ? Oh, let not 
that divine spark, which, as the gift of 
God, is the portion of every living soul, 



be suffocated by the crowd of lusts utui 
selfish desires and uuholy ambitions 
which may try to force themselves upon 
yoii. Believe I he evidence of jvM own 
heart, that the same Spirit that gave ymi 
confidence in n mother's loving prayers 
and promises when you were a child, 
anil that made yon In yoar romping girl- 
hood or robust boyhood have no araious 
thought for the morrow "while father 
lived und loved," offered the sort of faith 
that was your natural, uay, your spirit- 
ual heirloom, too precious to be bartered 
away for a world covered with dia- 
monds ! 

And What KlM? 
And having believed In God, havhiR 
believed in the Lord Jesus Christ, an.! 
"passed from death unto life," what 
else V Live "a life of faith on the Sou 
of God," Whether father, mother, or 
child, an oltlccr, a minister, or a com- 
rade of the Cross, in any and every en- 
vironment, "bey the voice of the Spirit. 
Christ is with you "always," teaching 
aud empowering you, and makiug you 
even to your dying day, as ia written ou 
the plain stone of that sufferiug, yet tri- 
umphant, woman-saint, Catherine Booth 
—mother or the Army— more than cou- 
Hiicior. In life, with all its shocks of 
bottle, iIk whirling ehbies of temptation, 
its Niagaras of sorrow, its many-voiced 
tumults, conipiernr ! Surrounded by 
friends or foes, on native soil, or isolated 
in a land thousands of miles from home 
and yearned-for kindred, conqueror ' 
When lining up Christ to the masses, 
without <Jod mid almost without hope, 
in the final and desperate charge for 
s.iuls, in the prayer fight, conqueror '. 
And when the call comes to follow 
through thr- valley the dim figure of 
CJhriet, more than conijneror ! through 
faith in Him Who loved lis.

CHAPTEIl XI.I. 



The two brothers, Caracalla and Gcta, 
who had bath be-n destined by their 
father to succeed him, concluded a treaty 
with the Caledontaus, who had again 
revolted, and then returned to Rome. 
The hatred which they bad cherished 
against each other from their boyhood 
now burst forth with greater animosity, 
and it wus in vnin that their ntotln-r, 
Julia Domna, attemped to bring about 
n reconciliation ; Carucaila ,the more 
cruel of the two, cnused his brother to- 
be murdered in the very arms of hi* 
mother, nnd then declared him to be n 
god, A.D. 212. No oue, however, was 
allowed to mention the name of Geta, 
and all his frieuds were put to dentb. 
Amoug these victims was Caracalla's 
own instructor, the great jurist Papin- 
ian. Besides these, thousands of 
others were murdered in order that the 
tyrant migbt gain possession of their 
properly. When these means no longer 
sufficed to provide him with what he 
wanted to gratify his lusts, he deterior- 
ated the coinage, and in order to be 
nine to inerense the taxes, conferred 
the Roman frnuchise upon nil free-horn 
subjects of the Empire. But all these 
things made his nnme so odious at Rome 
that he fell uueasy, and resolved to 
travel through the various countries of 
the Empire, all ot which were now 
oi|ua!!y robbed and plundered, and de- 
prived "of their hest habitants. Thus 
he devnstntod Gaul in A. D. 213, and 
in the year following ho was obliged to 
purchase peace of the Germens, not- 
withstanding which he assumed the title 
fJcrmnuicuB. After tbie he traversed 
Macedonia, aping Alexander the Great 
in his dress, gestures, and the inclination 
of the head ; thence he proceeded to 
Asia Miaor, where he imitated Achilles. 
Osrhoene wan made by him a Roman 
Province, but an attempt upon Armenia 
failed. At lost he arrived in Alexan- 
dria, where some pasquinades npon him 
had been circulated. For this offence 
he now punished the city, in A. D. 215. 
' ^ ordering the greater part of its inhab- 
itants to be butchered by the soldiers. 
The place is said to have been literally 
deluged with blond. After this atrocity 
he proceeded to Antioch. being desirous 
to obtain the surname Pnrthicus. He 
gained his object, without Gghting a 
battle, hy treacherously causing Artn- 
hanes, the King of the Parlhians, to be 
put to death. Bnt on his return he 
himself was murdered, on the 8th of 
April, A. D. 217, near Edessa, hy his 
own soldiers, heudnl hy Macrinus, the 
prefect of the prrctoriuns. 

Macrinns, the murderer, was then pro- 
claimed Emperor by the soldiers, nnd 
continued the war against the Parthiiins, 
but without success, and was obliged to 
purchase pence of them with an enor- 
mous sum uf money. The Roman Bon- 
nie disliked Macrinus, hecause, heing 
himself n Mauritanion or Inn origin, he 
raised vulgar persons to rank and sta- 
tion '; and with the soldiers he was un- 
popular, on account of his harshnesx. 
Mrcsa, a sister of Julia Domnn, thj 
wife of Scntimius Soverus, ni-cordingly 
hod no difficulty in exciting the soldiers 
against him, and persuading them to 
confer the Imperial dignity upon her own 
grandson, Elngabalus, a priest of the 
Sun at Emesu. This hnppenod on the 
8th of June, A. D. 218. In the ensuing 
struggle between the two Emperors, 
MacriuuB and his son Diadumenlanus 
were murdered at Chalcedon. The mart 
and brutal lusts, and the fearful extrav- 
agance of Elagabnlds, however, soon 
created universal disgust It would al- 
most seem that at times he »'hk netunlly 
laboring under insanity ; he raised bis 
grandmother to the rank of senator, 
and Instituted a senate of Indies to honor 
his mother, and to determine the fasn- 
ions nnd ceremonies. As Mnpcn percclv.l 
thnt tbe Romans would not tolerate the 
.voting and cruel voluptuary much longer, 
she persuaded him to raise Alexnnder 
Scverns, another grnndso- of hers, hi 
the rank of Ccesar ; Elagnbnlus com- 
piled with the request, but finding that 
the Caesar dally rose in popularity, h" 
attempted to murder him: at ren-'i 
the pratorinus, utterly disgusted wiih 
him, put him nnd his mother to ili-nrli 
on the nth nf March, A. T>, 'J21i. 
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Sifcfc to ibe Rtgf. 

Wt an- in an ago of superficiality. This 
is not a copyrighted observation, hut 
one, nevertheless, voiced by the best 
miods of the age, and one that every- 
day observation drives home to (In- rou- 
lempfcitivi- mini]. To keep iij> appear- 
ances the sterling, iburongh-going <)uali- 
ties art* sacrificed. Cheap imitation, 
veneered education, hollow preienrions 
meet ns on every band. Ln juries have 
so mcltiplled, that many formerly un- 
known have now become necessities, nnd 
daily life in occupied with a hundred 
trivialities nnd worries to the exclusion 
of genuine development and ernwih of 
the sou!. Hewnre of spending your vital- 
ity in fretting and flurry, and forgetting 
the one thing needful. Let us remember 
at the beginning ot thia century thp.t 
Had doe*; not judge ny sppearaiiccs, nor 
man either, in Ihe end, hut sees the 
real man underneath it. I*et us con* 
sider our conduct in the light of our con- 
science, and drive home this need to the 
world, in order to c waken a genuine 
revival among (he masses and the 
classes, for there is much apparent and 
fashionable religion stalking about with 
mneh Boorish of trumpets and pompous 
••how. Let us strive for a better recog- 
nition of the renlitief of eternity.

Ai'te.-' 
breakfast ynit will be eipceten. in go 
down on the beach to our woodpile and 
saw enough wood to pay for what yen 
have had. We allow SO per cord for 
win-Ins: lfj-ii;cE noad and ?S ne r cord 
when it is snwed at 12-inch lengths." 

"Incase I board With you for several 
days:, whnt kind of -grub may I expert?" 
asked the man who couldn't saw n card 
of wood between now nnd St. Patrick's 
Day in the morning. 

"Weii, sir," replied the Adjutant, "we 
will give you three sniinre meals every 
day consisting of bread, soup, meat. |m- 
intnefi (sometimes eheebako and some- 
times evaporated), pic or preserves, tea 
or coiree, butter, etc. The bed you will 
occupy wilj be very comfortable, we «ip 
plying the blankets." 

Seeing thnt he was in s fair w,-,y lu 
get his name in the pn; for supper if lie 
kept on, the reporter then cxplnlned to 
the Adjutant his business, and from him 
received some interesting information re- 
luiivo to the great work which the Ann. 
is accomplishing in this city. 

An nvornge nf fif'ecr. sat. un- fen at 
each meal, or forty-five fed daily. From 
fifteen lo twenty men sleep there em-h 
night, nnd Adit. Barr says he could use 
a dozen or more addition*! bunks lo 
very good advnntage. At the rate- 
charged n man's bed and board cows 
him but ?12.'*G per week, and what lie 
car, earn over and ahove thnt nmount 
by sawing wood is paid him in ea»h. 

The greatest difficulty which' Adjt. 
Unrr has to face at present Is the one 
of finding n market for his wood, the 
city being apparently overstocked nt the 
present time. The Army owns its own 
team, nnd will deliver cithrr unwed or 
lung wood to any part of the city at the 
prevailing market prices for fuel. 

The Army hns now on the bench up- 
wards of 100 corde, and several hundred 
more in r«eme tr/ bring in when nced- 
edl 

The Shelter, where the boarders nre 
fed nnd housed, Is as rent and clean ns 
any hotel. in the city, while the kitchen 
will compare fnvorahly with that of the 
most fastidious housewife in the land. 

As is always tbe case whore there is 
a branch of Ihe Army, n grand Christ- 
mas dinner will he serTcfl, for which 
npenni-nflona 2-5 alrc-adj under way. 
The letter form Adit. Ban- to citizens is 
self-explanatory, and will appeal to the 
sentiment of. all who stop to consider the 
good work which la now being carried 
on In Dnwron by these delf-sacrificing, 
nevcr-tirlneDcopfe. .
